Senator Caffery Denics that He Will Move 
to Abolish the Present International 
Contracts — Senate and House 
Proceedings. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—~he ques- 
tion whether reciprocity treaties made 
under the McKinley act between the 
United States and foreign countries will 
be still recognized is attracting atten- 
tion. Those interested in securing a 
duty on suger are less apprehensive 
since Senator Vest expressed the opin- 
ion that the bill would abrogate all 
these agreements,, but they are still 
fearful of the phrase in the provision 
for the repeal of the reciprocity clause 
which states that the repeal question 
shall not affect any act if done, or 
any right accruing or accrued before 
said repeal. This may continue the 
agreements in operation or may raise 4 
question which will lead to misunder- 
standing and dispute. Senators Caff- 
ery and Blanchard agree with Senator 
Vest. 

The statement having been published 
that Senator Caffery had given the 
representatives of the beet-sugar  in- 
dustry in Kansas and Nebraska as- 
surance that he would introduce an 
amendment to the Renate bill, directing 
the President of Whe United States to 
notify countries: with whom there are 
reciprocity treaties that all such 
treaties will be abrogated three months 
after the date on which the new 
tariff law goes into effect, Senator 
Caffery was asked if he contemplated 
such a aourse. He replied that he did 
not. 

‘Senator said that the. Wil- 
son bill would put the sugar business 
on an entirely different basis from what 
it occupied under the McKinley law, 
as under that act sugar came in free, 
and he did not apprehend any trouble 
in construing the Wilson bill, when 


it shall become a law, as a repeal of 


the reciprocity clause. 

Chairman Sayers of the Appropria- 
tion Committee is making wonderful 
progress with the Sundry Civil Bill. 
Today forty-eight pages of the bill were 
disposed of, leaving only sixteen pages 
more. No amendments of importance 
were adopted today, although the 
Northwestern members made a vigor- 
ous effort to increase the amount for the 
survey of public lands. The appropri- 
ation for the geological survey, which 
usually encounters bitter opposition, 
today passed unchallenged, the amount 
appropriated being $414,000. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—SEN- 
ATE.—With Senator Galinger in the 
chair Senator Harris asked the Senate 
to resume consideration of the seignior- 
age bill, as a vote was to be taken at 
2 p.m. on Senator Allison’s motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the bill 
was ordered to a third reading, and 
possibly, after that, on the motion of 
Senator Sanderson to commit the bill 
to the Finance Committee. Mr. Har- 
ris’s motion was adopted. It was ex- 
pected Senaltor Dolph would read an 
extract which he was about to ‘read 
yesterday when the Senate adjourned. 
Senator Dolph, however, said the ob- 
jection to their printing without read- 
ing was withdrawn, so he had nothing 
further to say. 

After a short debate on the seignor- 
age bill Mr. Harris demanded, at 2 
o'clock, that a vote should he taken on 
the Allison motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was ordered to 
a third reading. The yeas and nays 
were demanded and the motion was 
voted down as follows:

Mr. Wilson offered an amendment to 
permit the State of Washington to se- 
lect from lands in that State as they 
are surveyed the lands granted the 
State for educational purposes. It was 
agreed to. 

On the motion of Mr. Coffeen of Wyo- 
ming, his State was included in the 
list of States where addtional com- 
pensation for surveys should be allowed 
on account of heavily-timbered or 
mountainous country. 

Mr. Hartman of Montana again tried 
to have the total sum for these sur- 
veys increased, this time to $200,000. 
His amendment was lost—46 to 60. 

When the items were reached mak- 
ing an appropriation for river and har- 
bor improvements under the continu- 
ing contract system, Mr. Wi'son of 
Washington created a sensation by a 
severe denunciation of the system and 
various river concessions. After a 
short debate this was done. 

The House adjourned at 4:30 p.m. 


RAILROAD TAXES. 


A Bill Outlining Action Whers Lines are in 
Receiver’s Hancs. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—As the 

result of troubles in South Carolina, 


_growing out of the conflict between the 


State authorities and the Federal 
courts over the collection of taxes from 
the railroads in the hands of receivers, 
the House Judiciary Committee has 
agreed on a bill which provides taxes 
assessed to State, county or municipal 
authority against corporate property 
shall not be classed as debts to be paid 
in the first instance by any United 
States court, but that they shall be col- 
lectable by the proper legal atithorities 
whether in the hands of receivers or 


‘not, and that the tax sale under such 


circumstances shall effect the removal 
of such property from the jurisdiction 
of the court and receiver. The ordi- 
nary rights of application for the abate- 
ment of a tax are not interfered with. 


NEW MEXICO. 


Delegate Joseph Will Press the Statehood 
Question on Monday. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Delegate 
Joseph of New Mexico will endeavor 
to rally forces Monday to pass the 
long-deferred bill "admitting New Mex- 
ico to statehood. It is anticipated that 
party. lines may be sharply drawn on 
the admission of this new State, and 
the Republicans expect to raise the 
point of no quorum as a means of de- 
‘ferring the passage of the measure. 
To meet this emergency Joseph is using 
every effort to have the Democrats at- 
tend on Monday, and is hopeful of hav- 
ing the necesary quorum exclusive of 
Republican votes. 


NO AGREEMENT. 


The End of the Tariff Bill in Committee is 
‘Not Yet. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance failed again 
today to reach an agreement as tuo 
when the tariff bill will be reported to 
the Senate. Some of the members ex- 
press the opinion, however, that it will 
be finally acted upon durng the first 
days of next week. Several features 
of the bill were taken up at random 
and on some of these the debate js 
very animated. Objection is made to 
the publication of the proceedings of 
the committee and a resolution pledg- 


ing the members to secrecy was 
adopted. 


SUGAR INTERESTS. 


A Delegation from New York Urges a Scale 
of Specific Rates. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—A dele- 
gation from New York was today in 
conference with the members of the 
Senate Committee on Finance protest- 
ing against the sugar schedule of the 
Senate tariff bill. The gentlemen said 
that they represented the sugar import- 
ers and merchants. They took the posi- 
tion that the entire schedule was based 
upon a wrong principle, urging instead 
a scale of specific rates. 


YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


A Bill to Change Its Boundaries and Punish 
Offenses. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The Sen- 


rate Committee on Territories today 


authorized a favorable report upon the 
bill by Senator Carey defining and 
changing the boundary line of Yellow- 
stone National Park, and also upon the 
bill providing for the punishment of of- 
fenses comitted in the park. The Dill 
places the park within the jurisdiction 
of the United States District Court of 
Wyoming. 


Mr. Wilson Despondent. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Dis- 
patches from the son of Chairman Wil- 
son, now in the City of Mexico, are 
far from reassuring as to the condition 
of the latter. He is suffering from 
despondency, the result of enfeebled 
condition. 


The Peopfe to Elect Senators. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The 
House Committee on Elections agreed 
to report on Wednesday a bill provid- 
ing for the election of United States 
Senators by a direct vote of the people. 


ALARMING. 


Montevideo Hospitals Rapidly Filling With 
Yellow Fever Patients. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Her- 
ald’s Montevideo special says yellow 
fever is increasing to an alarming ex- 
tent-in the city. There are more than 
one hundred and fifty cases in the city 
and the death rate is very heavy. The 
entire: crews of eight British vessels 
were stricken. The hospitals are filled 
with the crews of the foreign warships.

Miss Pollard Was Ready 
to Worship. 


Testimony . Concerning tue 


“Lady's Youth. 


Her Opinion of the Present 
Defendant. 


Sister Cecilla Continues Her Statement—Two 
Female Physicians who Remembered 
the Plaintifif—the Letter Refer- 
ring to J. C. Rhodes. 


By Te'egraph from the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The fifth 
day of the Pollard-Breckinridge trial 


‘was devoted by the plaintiff's attorneys 


to elaborating the main points already 
marked out in their case. There was 
no sensational incidents nor display 
of belligerence among the legal gen- 
tlemen. Miss Pollard was in court 
during the morning, but left when Dr. 
Belle Buchanan of Cincinnnati began 
to testify concerning the birth of her 
first child.. Most of the day was 0oc- 
cupied by reading depositions from the 
Cincinnati physician and one of Miss 
Pollard’s school friends. 

The testimony of Sister Cecilia was 
resumed this morning. The question 
at issue was the competency of the 
witness to identify Miss Pollard as the 
woman who had been treated in the 
asylum in Cincinnati. The court ruled 
out various questions to bring out this 
point and the plaintiff took exception. 
Sister Cecilia testified that two or three 
ladies in that retreat veiled their faces 
when they thought there was danger 
of being recognized by visitors. The 
name of Burgoyne, supposed to be that 
under which Miss Pollard enitered the 
asylum, was unfamiliar to her. The 
cross-examination was brief and unim- 
portant. 

The deposition by Kate Terry Kane 
of Cincinnati, a physician, was read. 
She remembered that Miss Pollard was 
in the house in which Mrs. Kane and 
Mrs. Dr. Buchanan practiced as a pa- 
tient. 

Dr. Buchanan, under the name of 
Louise Wilson, identified Miss Pollard 
positively. Miss Pollard had a mis- 
carriage. Mrs. Kane asked her why 
she did not marry the author of her 
misfortune. Miss Pollard replied that 
she could not. He had ruined her and 
she loathed him and would not mairy 
him. 

“Are you married or single?’ asked 
Mr. Stoll, beginning the cross-examina- 
tion. 

“I have been married,” responded the 
witness, with emphasis on the verb. 
“Tl married James S. Scherer in 1874, 
but afterward secured a divorce and 
resumed my maiden name.” 

When Mr. Stoll went into the de- 
gree of intimacy between Dr. Buchanan 
and her partner, Dr. Street, between 
1881 and 1885, Judge Bradley interposed 
that he was carrying that too far, 
whereat Miss Pollard turned to flash 
upon the Kentucky lawyer a4 signifi- 
cant smile. The cross-examination of 
Dr. Buchanan was completed after the 
noon recess, the doctor inclining to- 
ward sarcasm in her replies. 

An affidavit by Mrs. Wesleyan Rob- 
ertson, wife of William F. Robertson 
of Cincinnati and daughter of Dr. 
Brown, president of the Wesleyan Sem- 
inary in 1883 and 1884, was read by 
Lawyer Carlisle. The deponent had 
been a student at the seminary when 
Madeline Pollard was there. She had 
been given by Miss Pollard a letter to 
be opened on the night of her gradua- 
tion in June, 1885. She had last seen 
the letter when her husband gave it 
to Col. Breckinridge without her con- 
sent, 

Here Mr. Stoll said he had the letter 
and wanted the court to protect him in 
possession of it. He intended to offer 
it to the witness for 
“But you did not get it honestly,” t 
witness replied. The letter was iden- 
tified by her. Miss Pollard had said 
her father was a great admirer of Mr. 
Breckinridge’s father; that she herself 
admired W. C. P. Breckinridge greatly, 
as he was-then “the star of Kentucky,” 
a statement which, even at second- 
hand, stirred a laugh. In the contested 
letter, Miss Pollard had spoken df her 
love for a professional man. 

According to the witness, Miss Pol- 

lard was an exceptionally bright and 
lady-like girl and smart in her studies, 
although her education in early life 
*yY thought Miss 
Pollard as pure-minded a girl as I 
ever met, with considerable less ex- 
perience of ways of the world than the 
average young woman who came to 
college. My first impressions,’’ said the 
witness, ‘‘were that she had been taken 
advantage of and I always retained 
them. She spoke of Mr. Breckinridge 
as a kind, fatherly old man. 
' The court adjourned after reading the 
letter which refers to J. C. Rhodes's 
offer of marriage and calls him an 
‘old wretch.” The letter has already 
been widely published.

The President Releases Five Hundred Prise 
oners—A General Holiday--Why the 
Rebels Did Not Answer the Gov- 
ernment’s Bombardment. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The fol« 
lowing from United States Minister 
Thompson at Rio was received late this 
afternoon: 
March 14. 


“Secretary of State, Washington: 
Yesterday's operations were di- 
rected by President Peixotto 


from the marine arsenal on the waters 
front. At 3:30 yesterday afternoon 
flags of truce were hoisted on Encha- 
das Island. The President sent imme- 
diately and ascertained that the whole 
force of the insurgents was there, with 
the exception of the officers, who had 
taken refuge on the French, Portu- 
guese and English men-of-war. The 
surgeon alone remained with the forces, 
Da Gama had left on the French 
cruiser Junon. About 6 o’clock the gov- 
ernment fleet entered the bay led by 
the Nitheroy, and anchored in front of 
the city. Occupation of the rebel war- 
vessels and forts Villegagnon and Co- 
bras Island has been resumed this 
morning. Everything is tranquil. 

(Signed) “THOMPSON.” 

The news of the surrender contained 
in Minister Thompson's cablegram was 
very welcome to §ecretary Gresham 
and to Secretary Herbert particularly. 
To the first it served to relieve him 
from apprehension that something 
might occur that would invoive the 
United States government in an ugly 
dispute with one of the combatants. 
To Secretary Herbert the surrender 
means the ability to relieve most of 
the American sailors, who have en- 
dured much hardship and exposure to 
yellow fever, from further service at 
Rio and to utilize the ships now there 
for duty at other places where they 
are much needed. 

The naval officers here are well- 
pleased that Da Gama escaped, believ- 
ing he is a man of sterling qualities 
and brave to a fault. 

Secretary Herbert is still confined to 
his home by the grip and Assistant 
Secretary McAdoo. said he presumed 
that steps should be taken immediately 
leading to the dispersal of the Ameri- 
can fleet at Rio. The vessels are the 
New York, Charleston, San Francisco, 
Detroit and Newark at Montevideo. 
Probably the latter will remain as 
flagship of the South Atlantic squadron 
with the unseaworthy Yantic on the 
north coast of Brazil and perhaps the 
San Francisco. The New York will 
come home with Admiral Benham, who 
will be retired and succeeded in come. 
mand of the station by Admiral Stan- 
ton. 

It is expected that the Charleston 
will go round to the Pacific station, 
while the Detroit will come home to 
New York to set at rest certain doubts 
that have been expressed ‘as to her sta- 
bility. It may be that on the way 
north she will run over to Bluefields, 
Nicaragua.

MUTUAL CONCESSION 


Radicals Do Net Insist 
on Abolition. 


Action of the House of Commons 
is Nullified. 


The Governmeut Not Prepared to Go 
“to Extremes. 


Labouchere States His Case—A New Reply to 
the Queen's Speech is Accepted— 
Harcourt and Roseberry 
at Outs. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press, 

LONDON, March 14.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) When the House of Commons 
met today Chancellor Harcourt an- 
nounced that the government had de- 
cided to move the rejection of the 
amended address in reply to the 
Queen's speech looking to the abolition 
of the House of Lords when it is put 
from the chair and substitute another 
short address in reply. This was a 
proceeding, for which the government 
held themselves entirely responsible. 
They tould not present to the sover- 
eign a document for which they were 
not prepared to accept the entire re- 
sponsibility. The avowed object of the 
amendment was a definite form of re- 
sistance to the Lords. The govern- 
ment fully accepted Gladstone’s decla- 
ration on the subject. (Loud cheers.) 
He had stalted yesterday that the gov- 
ernment proposed to oppose Balfour’s 
doctrine that the Commons were to be 
‘subject to the control of the Lords. 
(Renewed cheering.) 

Balfour and Chamberlain, the Con- 
servative and Unionist leaders, assured 
the government of their support, but 
Chamberlain added that yesterday’s 
proceedings showed it was time the 
government asked their constituencies 
for a new mandate. 

Labouchere, the Radical leader, said 
the amendment passed yesterday was 
not intended as a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the government, but to 
quicken their action in the execution 
of what the minority of its supporters 
in the country de . The Radicals 
were satisfied that yést y’s majority 
was the best they we ely to get, 
itherefore they would not oppose a sub- 
stitute for it in the address. 

Labouchere continued by saying that 
whatever. the government did the 
amendment passed yesterday would 
still remain the decision of the Com- 
mons. “We are the representatives of 
the people,” he said, “and the govern- 
ment of our representatives. I do not 
recognize that the government mem- 
bers are my masters; I have always re- 
garded them as the’ servants of the 
majority of the House and the major- 
ity has demanded prompt, speedy, 
drastic action.” 

The substitute address offered by Sir 
in reply to the 
Queen’s speech was as follows: 

**‘Most Gracious Sovereign: We, Your 
Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects of the House of Commons of 
Great Britain and Ireland in Parlia- 
ment assembled, humbly assure Your 
Majesty that the measures recom- 
mended for our consideration shall re- 
ceive the most careful atention, and we 
beg leave to thank Your Majesty for 
the most graciqus speech which Your 
Majesty has addressed to both Houses 
of Parliament.’’

VERY BADLY MIXED. 


The Great Armor Plate 
Sensation. 


Many Conflicting Stories About 
the Affair. 


A Transaction in Which Investigation 
is Baffled. 


Representatives of the Carnegie Company 
Decline to Talk, While the Gov- 
ernment Officials are as 
Dumb as Oysters. 


PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) March 10, 1894.-- 
(Special Correspondence.) Not sincs 
the famous Homestead strike has any- 
thing occurred touching the interests 
of the Carnegie Steel Cormpany, limited, 
or affecting this community, which has 
created a more profound sensation here 
or baffled investigation more provok- 
ingly, than is the case with the recent 
publication of the fine of °$140,484.91 im- 
posed upon that company as damages 
for not bringing ali of fts armor plate 
up to the agreed standard of ‘‘the 
highest possible mark of excellence.” 

The statements of Secretary Herbert 
that continued irregularities and illegal 
practices had been resorted to by some 
of the employees of the Carnegie com- 
pany, but that there was no evidence 
tending to show that any of the officers 
above those immediately superintending 
the tempering and heating were at all 
cognizant of these irregularities, to- 
gether with the stalttement that they 
were ascertaining by a government in- 
vestigation, was very naturally taken 
as indicating that the Carnegie com- 
pany had been made the victim of a 
conspiracy. , 


at “something is rotten in the 
State of Denmark,” would seem to be 
indicated from the undenied statement 
of the Secretary, that the Carnegie 
company, after appealing to the Pres!- 
dent, settled with the department. And 
yet, on the other hand,-both Chairman 
Frick and Secretary Lovejoy, and other 
Carnegie officials, unhesitatingly and 
repeatedly state, when interviewe3, that 
“the Carnegie company has furnished 
the government with no defective 
armor plates.’’ Their assertion is ap- 
parently backed by the Secretary’s 
Statement that the plates were good, 
but some did not exceed the standard of 
the contract before alluded to. But 
after all, this seems like getting be- 
hind a quibble or technicality. 

The position is well stated by a 
Washington gentleman whose business 
brings him in closé contact with the 
Navy Department officials concerned in 
this transaction. When he was asked: 
“Why does not the Carnegie company 
make a statement of its side of the 
affair?’’. he laughed and said: “When 
people pay a fine of $140,000 for having 
furnished unsatisfactory armor plate 
and then only say that they never fur- 
nished defective plates, don’t you sup- 
pose that unless they were acting under 
direct orders from the Navy Depart- 
ment to say nothing they would at 
least make public the statement they 
made to the President when they ap- 
pealed.to him from the fine imposed by 
Secretary Herbert?’ . 

Thsi view of the case is substantiated 
by the report that on the Monday when 
the conspiracy story appeared, Mr. Frick 
telegraphed to Secretary Herbert that 
he wanted to make a statement, to 
which the Secretary wired back: 
you make a statement, the Navy De- 
partment.will make one.” The tone df 
this dispatch would indicate that the 
Navy Department may be in a posi- 
tion to reveal facts that might nor 
be agre “ble to the Carnegies. 

The «treme reticence of all con- 
cerned the matter has served to 
whet, if not to gratify, public curios- 
ity. x-BSolicitor-General George A. 
Jenks, who is credited with having 
acted as counsel to t informers, and 
with giving their local ettorney, James 
H, Smith, letters of introduction to 
Secretary Herbert, when wired to by 
local papers replied:- “I cannot say a 
word.” Thus far no amount of effort 
has served to make the officials on 
either side or the attorneys talk, and 
now some of the informers threaten to 
talk if the Navy Department does not. 

Superintendent C. M. Schwab of the 
Carnegies, who is placed in no enviable 
light by the story, also refuses to talk. 
Indeed, in the present stage of devel- 
opment it is difficult to predict what 
may or what may not happen. Some- 
| thing is liable to be made public any 
day which may throw an altogether 
different light upon what is. known 
now. Indeed, in this respect, the story 
has been one of many colors already, 
varying from day to day, being in a 
state of transition. The local news- 
papers have had a great time trying to 
keep up with the procession. As fast 
as one thought it had got the story 
and published it, another paper would 
get different or additional facts and 
appear with a new and kaleidoscopic 
view of its own. The heads of the 
reading public grew dizzy with trying 
to comprehend and reconcile the nu- 
merous contradictions and _ versions,

The intimations that the administra- 
tion was trying to make political capi- 
tal out of the affair and that Carne- 
gie’s modified indorsement of the Wil- 
son bill was the result of his company’s 
shortcomings being covered up, were 
as remarkable as some other phases 
of this very much-mixed affair.

But the friends of these 
informing workmen come forward and 
insist that the informers were only 
such and not conspirators at all. 

The later versions and theories of 
the trouble indicate that the ‘“irregu- 
larities” which Secretary Herbert al- 
luded to were practiced by some one 
in the employ of the Carnegie com- 
pany who was especially anxious to 
make a good showing in the armor- 
plate department. The latest view also 
is that these irregularitics 4id not con- 
sist in producing ‘defective’ 
but in manipulating plates so as ‘to 
win premiums or a prize bonus for be- 
ing of the class attaining the “highest 
degree of excellence,” rather than of 
the class good in itself and excellin 
the “lowest of tolerance,"’ 
not high enough to be prize-winners.

The secret is thought to 
ave consisted of the manipulation of 
an armor plate until it had attained 
the highest degree of excellence—one 
certain to win a prize after the sever- 
est test. 

This plate, like all others, was tested; 
but, unlike the others, it was entirely 
cut up into testing strips, and each 
piece was made to play its part in the 
chosen ballistic groups in the stock 
piles. Then the government stamp was 
forred or counterfeited by means of 
obtafhing a wax iInpression, and this 
was used in stamping the ‘to-be prize- 
winning plates,’ the stamps and num- 
bers of which tallied with the test 
pieces. But there was defect in the 
counterfeit stamp, a t of which had 
inadvertently been made in the reverse, 
and this was detected, and the Navy 
Department was placed in possession 
of these facts. hus it is claimed 
that none of the plates were penalized, 
but the premium was withdrawn from 
all prize-winning plates bearing the 
counterfeit stamp. The gist Po 
last theory was submitted-to-P t 
Frick, but he declined to deny or affirm 
or make any statement whatever. 

It is not claimed that either Car- 
negie or Frick had any knowledge of 
these deceits until they were confronted 
with overwhelming proofs of their ex- 
istence. At first it was suspected in 
some quarters that it was a conspiracy 
among some of Carnegie’s workmen to 
injure the firm. It was even hinted 
that it might be that the time whefi 
the plates were made defective was 
shortly after the Homestead strike, 
and that it was done out of revenge 
by the strikers, their sympathizers, or 
by some one who sympathized with the 
Amalgamated Association, which re- 
ceived such a severe blow during that 
protracted Homestead strike and diffi- 
culty. But the known facts and dates 
do not seem to warrant these last sup- 
positions, and, as first theories, they 
have dropped out of sight—whether to 
be revived again or not perhaps re- 
mains to be seen, but not likely. 

It was also broadly hinted that per- 
haps the Carnegie Company's great ri- 
val, the Bethlehem Works, had been 
playing a sharp game on them, and 
that it may have been that company 
which had at least disclosed, if not 
produced, the trouble. But this theory 
did not last long. Some still prefer the 
theory that the Carnegie Company have 
been victimized by some of their work- 
men from motives of revenge. But on 
the whole at this time, the prevailing 
idea seems to be that it was due te 
some official employee having authority 
but not membership in the firm, but 
who was interested in making a good 
showing. This, of course, includes Car- 
negie, Frick, Lovejoy and other mem- 
bers of the firm proper. There are some, 
however, who, while they are ready 
to believe that Carnegie knew nothing 
of it, are not as ready to declare their 
belief that Frick was so innocent. There 
are a great many who have an idea 
that Frick arose by oppressing others, 
got his start in that way, and has con- 
tinued in the same way ever since. 
They say he is an exceedingly shrewd, 
self-contained, unrelenting and hard- 
hearted man. They say that even his 
closest business associates do not have 
knowledge of his plans, he only commu- 
nicating to them directions when neces- 
sary and results when ready; that this 
has always been his theory, and that 
thereby he escapes opposition and in- 
creases ten-fold the chances that his 
plans will carry. 

A great deal of this talk, nowever, 
is doubtless inspired by the sentiment 
which has grown up and been fostered 
in this pre-eminently menufacturing 
and laboring community _It is not a!- 
together strange that such ideas should 
obtain holders, perhaps more than they 
deserve, especially when it is remem- 
bered that Mr. Frick is celebrated for 
having come out ahead in. every strike 
he ever handled, including some very 
tough ones in the coke country. It 
must be admitted that he is a man of 
great nerve. If there is anything which 
wins admiration among the Amer'‘can 
people, especially among business_men, 
it is exhibition ‘of great nerve “in mat- 
ters of an executive nature. r. Car- 
negie has often spoken of Frick in 
terms of the highest appreciation, and 
ras frequently predicted that the buai- 
ness world and the community of Pitts- 
burgh would come to recognize his abjl- 
ity and noble qualities. They seem 
quicker to recognize his ability than his 
nobility. It is very likely that his 
qualities as a man may be recognized 
more readily from a distance than in 
this labor-laden atmosphere. 

. Amid all that has been written and 
printed and said since this armor-plate 
sensation arose, there is still a general 
Sentiment that the true story has not 
yet been reached—the half not yet told. 
How or when the actual facts will come 
out the future can only reveal. Wheth- 
er they will be brought out through the 
medium of a Congressional invest!ga- 
tion or whether that will be forestalled 
is not now a certainty. That there 
is the greatest interest felt in what 
they are goes without saying. Any- 
thing bearing upon the quality of our 
armor plate and the defenses of our 
nation touches the pride of every patri- 
otic citizen. It is to be hoped that go0s- 
sip and rumor, surmise and suspicion 
and every fear has painted matters 
worse than the results will justify, 
and that it will turn out that neither

THE BOUNTY ON SUGAR. 
California Leads in the Product From 
Beets. 


A Washington special of March 12 
says: 

The Secretary of the Treasury today 
sent to the Senate a list of the licensed 
producers of sugar from beet, sorghum 
and sugar cane in each State and Ter- 
ritory to whom the bounty has been 
paid and the amount paid to each. 
The statement shows that paymenis 
for the current year up to March 
have been as follows: Beet sugar, 
$610,935; sorghum sugar, $16,926: cane 
Sugar, $2,513,597; maple sugar, $115,597. 
California leads in the production of 
beet sugar. Nebraska and Utah are 
also producers of this kind of sugar. 
Kansas and Minnesota are the only 
producers of sorghum sugar and the 
latter only slightly. Louisiana receives 
the bulk of the bounty on cane sugar. 

The figures given are under three 
heads, the first amount for the fiscal 
year 1891-92, the second for the fiscal] 
year 1892-93 and the third for the pres- 
ent fiscal year up to March. The fig- 
ures are as follows for the following 
companies, the three amounts being 
under the above heads in the order 
named: 

Alameda Sugar Company, .$35,659; 
then $60,136; then $71,369. 

Chino Valley Beet-Sugar Company, 
$41,038; then $150,160; then $263,197. 

Alstein Beet-sugar Company, $68,712; 
then $224,426; then $113,168.

BOSTON, March 14.—Over eight hiin- 
dred guests last night participated. 
the wedding festivities of Henry Fein- 
_berg.af. Worcester and Miss Ida Margo- 
lies, daughter wf Rabbi Margolies of 
this city. Fully three hundred were 
the victims today of poisoning, caused, 
it is thought, by eating food that was 
cooked in two old copper boilers. The 
principal articles of food eaten were 
chicken, chicken giblets and pickled 
tongues. Over ninety chickens were 
killed by Rabbi Margolies on Saturday 
and Monday. He is positive that the 
chickens were fresh and pure and that 
the fault was in the cooking which was 
done by a local baker. pes 

So great was the crowd of guests at 
the wedding that a second supper table 
was necessary and it is thought that 
most of the victims were those who ate 
at that, sitting, as the food was taken 
from the bottoms and sides of the boil- 
ers. There was no intimation that 
anything had gone wrong during the 
festivities, which ended at midnight, 
but after the majority of people had 
got to their homes the poison began 
its work. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock this morning 
Dr. Israel B. Kronberger, who keeps 
a drug store, was called out to attend 
& woman and a nine-year-old child 
who were in a dangerous condition 
and exhibiting symptoms of poisoning. 
This was but the commencement, for 
up to 4:30 a.m. over forty patients 
called for treatment. 

The same programme was beinz 
acted in several Jewish sections of the 
city, every Jewish doctor having from 
five to forty patients each, but no 
fatalities have been reported. The 
Hebrew sections of the community are 
all excited, and a few hint that the

gress that an appropriation be made 
for that purpose, independent of any 
appropriation which may be needed 
to mainitain in good condition what is 
known as the inner harbor of San 
Pedro and Wilmington. 

Director Patterson offered as a sub- 
stitute for the foregoing resolution the 
following: 

Whereas, the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce js in receipt 
of a petition from J. M. Crawley 
of the Southern Pacific Company ask- 
ing that we call upon our representa- 
tives in Washington to favor an appro- 
priation for Santa Monica instead of 
San Pedro; and, whereas, three separ- 
ate commissions of United States en- 
gineers, appointed to examine the Coast 
and ‘decide upon a preper iocation for 
a deep-water harbor in this vicinity 
have unanimously declared in favor of 
San Pedro; and, whereas, it is the in- 
variable custom of Congress in cases 
of this character to refuse all appro- 
w e decisions of ; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, that in the opinion ‘of this 
board of directors an te to ae 
representatives to support an appro- 
priation for Santa Monica would, 
under the. most favorable circum- 
stances, result only in the appoint- 
ment of a fourth commission who 
would probably make the same report 
as their predecessors. 

Resolved, that we see at the present 
time no cause to attempt to reverse 
the action invariably taken by this 
board and by the members of the 
chamber when called together to con- 
Sider this question, and that we now 
again place ourselves on record as 
favoring an appropriation to begin the 
work on the outer harbor at San Pedro. 

Resolved, that we call upon thé peo- 
ple and press and public organizations 
of Los Angeles and Southern California 
to stand firmly together on this propo- 
sition and not allow themselves to be 
confused or diverted by the claim that 
the influence of any individual or cor- 
poration can prevail against the re- 
peated and emphattic reports of the gov- 
ernment engineers and that we warn 
our people that agitation in favor of 
any other place than the one recom- 
mended by the engineers is destined 
to result only in delaying still further 
the construction of ‘the needed “harbor. 

Resolved, that the secretary be in- 
structed to send certified copies of 
these resolutions to our Senators and 
all California representatives at Wash- 
ington, to the members of the House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors and 
the Senate Committee on Commerce 
and to have copies printed and send 
them to the press and to all commer- 
cial bodies of Southern California. 

The following resolution was offered 
by Director Breed: 

Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
Chamber 6f Commerc Of Los Angeles 
that our Senators and Representatives 
be requested to urge Congress to ap- 
propriate a sufficient sum:to place the 


inner harbor of San Pedro in a first- 
class condition and also to appropriate 
a sufficient sum to commence and make 
some headway in making a deep sea 
harbor at San'ta Monica. 

A long discussion then took place 
during which a number of the members 
of the board spoke on both sides of 
the proposition. 

Director Graff suggested that resolu- 
tions of a géneral character, asking 
for an appropriation for harbor pur- 
pose, offered. 

If.this was done, Director Cohn sig- 
nified his willingness to withdraw the 
resolutions presented by him. 

Director Patterson declined to with- 
draw his substitute. 

Then followed a discussion lasting the 
entire afternoon during which the en- 
tire harbor question was discussed from 
every point of view, and the arguments 
which have been repeatedly gone over 
in public meetings and through the 
columns of the press were reiterated. 
The partisans of the respective resolu- 
tions were very firm, neither side show- 
ing any disposition to give in. 

A letter was read from Mr. Thompson 
of Redondo asking that Redondo should 
have a hearing if the whole question 
was to be opened up anew. 

No decision was reached and the 
matter was postponed for two weeks, 


when it will come up again as a speci 
order of business.

ALL WAS HARMONY. 


Eighth Ward Democratic 
Convention. 


The Anticipatéd Circus a Very 
Tame Affair. 


Only Three Candidates Show Up for 
Councilman. 


Hugh J. Smith Nominated on the Third Bal- 
lot by a Close Margin—Series of 
Resolutions Adopted— 

Notes, 


A Democratic ward conveption for 
the purpose of selecting a candidate for 
Councilman to represent that part of 
the city was held yesterday afternoon. 

The call as advertised was for the 
convention to meet at Painter’s Hall, 
but the meeting was held in rooms ad- 
joining the saloon on the southeast 
corner of Commercial and Los Angeles 
streets. 

It was several minutes after the ap- 
pointed time when the “faithful” got 
together, but Chairman J. Marion 
Brooks of the Democratic City Central 
Committee was on-hand with aes: 
written statements, such as re- 
quired by the new election law, made 
out presumably in proper form. 

Mr. Brooks called the convention to 
order and Henry B. Wilson Was named 
as temporary secretary. Mr. Brooks 
then read the official .ca!l for the con- 
vention, as issued by the Central Com- 
mittee and also the official list of 
names of delegates while those pres- 
ent answered as their names were 
called. The Ninth precinct had been 
allowed two delegates, but had elected 
six, so it was announced that each of 
the delegates from that precinct would 
be allowed a one-third vote. 

Chairman Brooks said it was impor- 
tant that the very best man should be 
nominated. The Democratic party can- 
not err but sometimes complaint is 
made against some of its members, 
who, after being elected to good offices, 
neglect to see to it that those who 
elect them are fairly represented. 

This speech appeared to lubricate 
the machinery, as it were, and 
promptly James Harrison was, on mo- 
tion of Thomas Savaze, elected chair- 
man. On another motion of the same 
gentleman Al Barrell was elected sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Brooks explained how the new 
election law requires that a commit- 
tee shall be appointed to have charge 
of the campaign funds and to account 
for them. He then presented for mem- 
bers of such committee the names of 
William Mead, W.. L. Price, J. H. Mel- 
ville, J. H. Watson and Joseph Mes- 
mer. 

Tom Savage was immediately on his 
He demandell that the commit- 
tee be of men from the Eighth Ward. 
He said he thought this matter was 
something which concerned that ward 
and not the whole city. 

It began to look as though there 
would be lively times but Mr. Brooks 
averted the threatened storm by saying 
the committee could be made up of 
Eighth Ward residents and thereupon 
the following-named. Eighth Ward 
members of the City: Central Com- 
mittee were made members of the com- 
mittee to handle the .cam n cash: 
J. H. Watson, Al Barrell, E. J. Con- 
roy, M. C. Valentine and J J. Ellis. 

M. C. Fordham then presented a 


resolution which was read by the 
secretary and was adopted. The reso- 
lution was as follows: 

Whereas, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, a Kentucky corporation op- 
erating in ‘this State, made an 
attempt last year -to obtain a 
franchise to double-track Alameda 
Street; and, . whereas, the same 
corporaition is now endeavoring to have 
the deep-sea harbor located at Sania 
Monica where the whole harbor front- 
age is owned by C. P. Huntington and 
Senator John P. Jones of Nevada in 
order to throttle the commerce of 
a California; now, therefore, be 
t 

Resolved, that we, the Democratic 
party of the Eighth Ward of the city 
of Los Angeles, are in favor of a free 
harbor located at San Pedro, a site 
which has been three times recomi- 
mended by the government engineers, 
and are unalterably opposed to the 
use of public money for the purpose 0 
building a harbor for the sole use and 
benefit of one corporation. 

Resolved, that we are opposed to 
the. granting of public streets to any 
corporation, and particularly opposed 
to the double-tracking of Alameda 
street. 

A resolution was then presented that 
each candidate be requested to come 
forward and pledge himself to support 
the nominee of the convention. This 
was adopted. 

Another resolution was presented fav- 
oring such action by the legislative de- 
partment of the city as shall permit 
the city to own and control its own 
waterworks. This was adopted. 

Tom Savage moved that each dele- 
gate be assessed 25 cents to defray 
expenses and that each candidate be 
assessed $5 for the same purpose. 
Adopted. 

The names of the delegates were 
called in turn and each of them in 
answer to his name walked up to the 
table and laid down 25 cents. Some 
of the delegates who had but one-third 
of a vote each urged that they be al- 
lowed to pay only one-third price, but 
that excuse was not accepted and the 
two-bit pieces rattled merrily into J. 
Marion Hrook’s big hat. 

M. C. Fordham withdrew his name 
as a candidate. 

Nominations for a candidate for 
CounctIman being in order 
Clune nominated W. H. Buehler, W. 
H. Twohig nominated Hugh J. Smith 
and Tom Savage nominated John R. 
McManis. 

Nominations being closed each of the 
candidates walked to the desk and 
parted with $5. 

Mr. Buehler said he had always sup- 
ported the Democratic party and urged 
that there be no split in the future. 

Mr. McManis said that if successful 
he would work for the best interests 
of the people, and Mr. Smith promised 
to do his best for the party and the 
public in general. 

Messrs. Conroy and Valentine were 
appointed tellers, and preparations 
were made for an election by a viva 
voce vote. 

Some of the delegates did not relish 
the idea of voting this way and brought 
sufficient pressure to bear to have it or- 
dered that the vote be by secret ballot. 

The proxies were announced, and it 
was found that while two of the dele- 
gates had two proxies each, Tom Sav- 
age had five. 

The vote on the first ballot stood: 
Smith, 16 1-3; McManis, 15; Buehler, 


6 2-3. 

William Twohig moved to drop from 
the list the candidate receiving the low- 
est vote, but W. H. Clune said since 
that candidate had paid $5, he ought to 
be allowed to remain on the list unless 
he chose to withdraw. Mr. Buehler did 
not withdraw, and so the second ballot 
proceeded. It was McManis, 17 1-3; 
Smith, 15, and Buehler, 5 2-3. 

The third ballot was: Smith, 19 2-3 
and McManis 18 1-3. 

‘The chairman declared Mr. Smith 
elected, whereupon the convention ad- 
journed without. making the nomina- 
tion unanimous. This may have been 
from sheer neglect, but will possibly 


be explained when it is stated there 
was a considerable rush to the nearest 
bar, where the winning man had an op- 
portunity to part with some more hard 
cash in order that the boys might not

Hugh J. Smith, the nominee, has long 
been a prominent factor in Democratic 
Fighth Ward politics, and is a saloon- 
keeper by occupation.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 

Following is the weather crop bulle- 
tin of the Southern California Weather 
Service for the week ending March 12: 

The reports this week show a more 
encouraging outlook for the farmers; 
the weather was generally fair and 
warmer, which with the rains of the 
first of the month caused crops to 
make & fresh start and with a few 
more showers in the course of the 
rext several weeks, the prospects fer 
fair yields are encouraging. Oranges 
ripened fast under the influence of the 
warmer weather and the buds and blos- 
soms of deciduous fruit ‘trees, partciu- 
larly peach and apricot, developed 
freely. Detailed reports follow: 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The 
weather has been clear, cool and dry. 
Grain looks badly in places; the acre- 
age of potatoes, beans and corn will 
be greatly reduced unless heavy rains 
fall soon. 

Los Angels county—Colegrove: The 
weather was very fine, several morn- 
ings were damp and foggy and of bene- 
fit to growing crops. Rain would be 
welcomed, though not actually needed 
as the ground is quite moist and crops 
giowing splendidly. Nearly eight inches 
of rain has fallen so far this season, 
and, with a little more in March and 
April, crops will be fine. Lemons are 
bearing; peaches blossoming. 
Verdugo: Warmer weather has started 
grass, buds and blossoms; oranges are 
ripening rapidly and shipments have 
begun. The last rainfall was .73, which 
is enough for the present. Pas- 
adena: The warmer weather for the 
past week has started fruit trees which 
are blossoming heavily, and, with a 
couple: of weeks of warm weather, 
followed by good showers, a fine fruit 
crop will be assured. Oranges are now 
being shipped freely. Covina: The 
weather of the past week was cool and 
dry; late sown grain is much in need 
of rain. Oranges are ripening fast and 
Washington navels are getting sweet. 
Five carloads will go out this coming 
week. Pomona: The rainfall of the 
2d was .56 of an’ inch and the 4th .24, 
making a total for the season of 11.85 
inches. Grasses and grain are growing 
well; some of the deciduous fruit ‘trees 
are beginning to blossom. The weather 
of the past week was nearly clear, fog 
and clouds a few mornings. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: The 
weather of the past few days is de- 
veloping the deciduous fruit buds very 
rapidly. Apricots and peaches are. be- 
ginning to bloom and promise a heavy 
growth. The orange crop is going for- 
ward rapidly, averaging nearly two 
carloads a day. Riverside: The rain- 
fall for the season, beginning Septem- 
ber 1, amounts ‘to 6.94 inches. Banning: 
Ranchers are happy over the late rains, 
which will assure fair crops.. 

_ Orange county—Anaheim: Seed for 
three thousand acres of sugar beets is 
now being distributed and farmers are 
very busy drilling in the seed. Rain is 
very much needed to sprout the seed. 

San Diego county—Escondido: Crops 
are looking better. and are taking a 
fresh start now that the weather is 
getting warmer and the nights milder. 
Bernardo: The rains of the past 
week, followed by warmer weather, 
caused a much better growth of grain 
and grasses. Alfalfa is coming on 
finely. San Diego City: Warmer 
weather prevailed during the past week 
and crops and feed have made a good 
showing. Oranges continue to come in 
= good condition and of much better 

avor.

* THE SPIRIT OF ANARCHY. 


As we study the great sociological 
questions of the day we cannot fail to 
discover that there are new problems 
confronting civilization, problems 
which unsolved threaten the security 
of society and the destruction of the 
very basis upon which it is built. 

If an epidemic disease were prevail- 
ing which endangered the life and the 
well-being of the whole community 
there would be no apathy existing in 
the effort to secure the best means of 
stamping it out. Not an individual 
but would feel that it was of the ut- 
most moment to himself and those dear 
to him that this should be done. 

And not less earnest should we be in 
regard to the moral and political health 
of the body politic. We should not be 
slow to recognize the dangers that 
threaten it, and the diseased senti- 
ments that are fastening themselves 
upon it. Society has a new class of 
bacteria to eliminate, a germ that is 
multiplying rapidly, and that is deadly 
in its nature, threatening the very life 
of freedom, and seeking to explode all 
social law and the fundamental prin- 
aiples upon which governments are 
built. We refer to what has been very 
aptly designated as the ‘“‘bacteria of 
anarchism,” which is more to be 
dreaded than the Black Death which 
centuries ago desolated the lands along 
its line of march, making cemeteries of 

and kingdoms. 

erry we study the methods and the 
habits of thought prevailing among the 
Anarchists of the Old World we are 
forcibly struck with the fact that they 
are kindred with those of the New 
World, and the disagreeable conclusion 
is forced upon us that the Anarchist 
is not a casual production of the age, 
but a spontaneous outgrowth of the 
‘century, whose outrages are not acci- 
dents, and whose individual representa- 
tives, the world over, are becoming 
rapidly solidified into a sect, represent- 
ing everywhere the same deadly ideas 
and resorting everywhere to the same 
methods of destruction. Force! vio- 
lence! these are their watchwords in 
every land, and the so-called reforms 
which Anarchists would secure they 
will attempt to gain only by these 
means. 

Anarchy has its creed. It has been 
reduced to a system which its followers 
accept. One of the principles of its 
creed is: “Absolute individual liberty, 
or a power to do without reserve what 
one wishes, is the condition of happi- 
ness.” They claim that man is good 
by nature, and paint a glowing picture 
of the condition of men “in anarchic 
society, where no one would have to 
fear misery, all would hasten to help 
one another, since self-interest, born 
of the constraint of laws, is no longer 
necessary. All would be equals and 
brothers. There would be natural in- 
equalities, but the stronger man would 
only feel the greater need of serving 
the others. He would scorn power. 
The development of the _ individual 
could be accomplished then without re- 
course to that despotism of the strong, 
social tyranny and its concatenation of 
evils.” 

Such a picture, false as it is, appeals to 
the fancy of the unthinking. The poor 
man who has imbibed the teaching of 
the Anarchist, and who has given no 
thought to social problems, is unrea- 
soningly glad as he hears such prop- 
ositions enunciated, and he is blindly 
willing to resort to any means which 
he thinks will bring about the results 
which he desires. ‘‘The end will justify 
the means,” he proclaims to his con- 
science, if he has any, and forthwith 
the torch is lighted, the bomb exploded 
and destruction and-death reign every- 
where in his midst. He is going te 
reach justice by doing injustice; nur- 
ture the sense of universal brotherhood 
through violence and wholesaie murder; 
reach wealth through the destruction 
of wealth, and happiness and ease 
through seas of blood. 

The monstrous character of this de- 
lusion, as we study it, is signa!!y ap- 
parent and_= self-contradictory. The 
Anarchist himself is a part of that so- 
ciety which he condemns, and with 
him rests his share of responsibility 
for the evils which exist within it, and 
from this he cannot escape. 

But his greatest blunder is that he 
does not recognize the fact that the 
greatest liberty is found under law. 
Law requires the restraining of evil 
passions; the. protection of the individ- 
ual; the preservation of society, and it 
gives us only perfect freedom to do 
that which is right to ourselves and 
just to others. Human nature is not 
divine in its sense of justice, and take 
from it all law, or permit every man 
to be a law unto himself, and the re- 
sult would be social chaos. 

Anarchy is a disease, the product of 
Gistorted and unhealthy imaginations. 
‘Selfishness ministers to it, and jealousy 
feeds it. It is not the spirit of uni- 
versal brotherhood which actuates it, 
but the desire to appropriate to one’s 
Own use that which some more fortu- 
mate brother has won through stronger 
and more intelligent effort. In winning 
Success he.has done the man who was 
incapable of winning it no wrong. Un- 
der a government like ours every man 
has the right to do the best he can 
for himseif, so that he does it honestly, 
and of this no reasonable person can 
complain. For natura! inequaljties so- 
ciety is not responsible, and anarchy 
gould not remedy them. Human na- 
ture will require to be radically changed 
before everything can be equalized, 
and law is the only safeguard for the 
weak against the strong, and he who 


would do away -with all law is the 
greatest enemy of the race. 

The advocates of anarchy will bear 
watching, and it will be folly for Amer- 
icans to close their eyes .to the fact 
that organized anarchy has its follow- 
ers in America no less than among the 
countries of the Old World; that it is 
controlied by the same creed; actuated 
by the same hatred of wealth and of 
power, and, at the behest of its leaders, 
it is ready to resort to aggressive meas- 
ures to accomplish its ends. 


THE EARLY BIRD AND THE -POOLISH 
COUNTRY WORM. 


It is still many months until we shall 
enjoy the pleasure of another election, 
but the candidate is already abroad in 
the land. He believes in the adage 
about the early bird and the worm. 
Until American voters show more dis- 
crimination, he will be right to believe 
in it, for the experience of the past has 
shown that in numerous cases aspirants 
for offices whose claims would not 
) stand the most superficial investigation 
have succeeded in “getting there” by 
the simple exercises of ‘‘previousness”’ 
backed up by assurance and persever- 
ance, 

It must not be understood that the 
worthies to whom we refer come out 
openly in the place where they reside 
and inform their friends and acquaint- 
ances, either personally or through the 
newspapers, that they are candidates 
for re-election, or for election to some 
other office. That would not do at all. 
The veriest tenderfoot who has only 
recently arrived in the promised land 
of political preferment knows better 
than that. When you approach any of 
these gentlemen they all assume a dig- 
nified, patriotic and self-denying air, 
and assure you of their entire belief 
in the doctrine that ‘“‘the office should 
seek the man.”’.If they say this in a 
sort of way that indicates their be- 
lief in the necessity for some sort of 
bulwark to keep one or more offices 
from running up against them too vio- 
lently, it. should, after all, not be too 
severely classified as self-conceit or 
assurance, but rather as a modest ex- 
pression of conscious merit on the part 
of the aspirant, and of a natural dis- 
inclination to again get down to hard 
work for a living, after once having 
tasted the sweets of public life. 

The way the thing is worked—and is 
being worked—by those who “know the 
ropes” is this: “About this time,” as 
the almanacs say in their weather pre- 
dictions, the gentleman who is anxious 
to serve the dear people selects one or 
more of his trusty friends—a future 
deputy or deputies—and sends them 
out into the country ‘“deestricks.” Not 
as Christ sent the apostles, without 
scrip or purse, but well provided with 
funds for expenses, for cigars and a 
black bottle go a long way to clinch 
an argument among the class of vo- 
ters who permit themselves to be in- 
fluenced by such arguments as these 
men can produce. It is much better in 
every way for the candidate to send 
his friends than to go himself, for that 
would attract too much attention and 
“give the game away.” Besides, his 
friends may say a great deal more in 
favor of the candilate than the innate 
modesty of the man who waits for the 
office to seek him could permit him to 
say for himself. Then, again, there is 
the additional advantage that “after 
the ball is over’ and the modest can- 
didate has become a dignified office- 
holder, he can then, if he chooses, ig- 
nore the promises which have been 
made for him by his lieutenants, on the 
ground that he never authorized them, 
or knew of their having been made. The 
object ofgishese men in going through 
the cou sections is to get a num- 
ber of the future or prospective dele- 
gates to pledge themselves to our 
would-be officeholder in the convention. 
Having accomplished this, their future 
work is comparatively easy. When the 
time for the convention approaches, 
they go around among the city dele- 
gates and say: ‘Now, see here, we 
must be careful to see that we do not 
offend the country. They want Smith 
for Coroner, in fact, they are enthusias- 
tic for him, and he already has quite 
a delegation who are pledged to stand 
by him to the last.’’ In this way the 
impression is created that there is a 
strong and yearning demand on the 
part of the jubilant farmers for the 
honor of having their remains sat upon 
by Mr. Smith, in case they happen to 
leave this life by any irregular route, 
Therefore, as a concession to the coun- 
try element, the nomination of . Mr. 
Smith is conceded, although perhaps 
that man is less fit for the office than 
ninety per cent. of his fellow-citizens, 
and has a character which would by 
no means bear close investigation. 

Such is the manner in which many 
of our county and other officers are 
ncminated, and, in many cases, a nom- 
ination means an election, or, 
does not, as the esteemed enemy on the 
other side has probably been nomin- 
ated in a similar manner, it makes com- 
paratively little difference to the tax- 
payers and the public in - general 
whether he is elected or defeated. This 
state of affairs will prevail as long as 
voters fall down so easily, and allow 
the wool to be pulled over their eyes 
by men about whom there is nothing 
fair except their promises, which they 
do not intend to keep. It is about 
time that intelligent American citizens 
should exercise a little more judgment 
in selecting their public servants, or 
else stop crying, like babies who have 
burned their fingers, whenever those 
public servants rob them, either di- 


rectly, by running off with the cash

box, or indirectly, by conspiring to 
charge the county two prices for every- 
thing. It is very silly to plead the 
baby act in this manner. Whenever 
there is misgovernment or extrava- 
gance it ts the voters who are to 
blame. It is absurd to say that in 
this county of some 125,000 population 
there are not sufficient able.and upright 
men, who are willing to fill the public 
offices and conduct them in as careful, 
economical and conscientious a manner, 


fas they do their own private affairs. 


The, fault lies entirely with the voters, 
and they alone are to blame. If the 
voter casts his ballot for an _ unfit 
candidate for county office because the 
man needs a job, or because he is a 
personal acquaintance, or because he is 
a ‘“‘good fellow,”’ or because he belongs 
to the same national party as ‘the voter, 
that voter is to blame, and is, to the 
extent of his vote, responsible for any 
extravagance or malfeasance from 
which the county may suffer through 
the actions of tha't official. 

While this is true it is also true that 
many voters err through ignorance and 
through not having had a proper op- 
portunity to learn all that should be 
known in regard to aspirants for office. 
In fact, these matters are generally 
rushed through with an indecent haste, 
which precludes the possibility of any 
careful investigation. Before the con- 
vention meets we are told that the fit- 
ness of the aspirant should be left to 
the wisdom of the convention; that it 
is invidious and indelicate to draw com- 
parisons, and so forth. From this view 
we dissent in toto. After the conven- 
tion has met it is, of course, ‘too late 
to criticise. Then the voters are told 
that it would be unpatriotic for them 
to criticise the nominee of their party; 
that though he may perhaps not be 
quite so good a man as could have 


been wished, or even so good a man 
as the candidate on the other side, yet 
he, ing a good Republican, or Demo- 


crat, of Populist, as the case may be, 
tthe voter is in-duty bound not only to 
vote, but also to work for him. 

We believe that one of the first duties 
of an independent newspaper which 
professes to give the news and is de- 
voted to the interests of its environ- 
ments, is to furnish its readers with 
all available information in regard to 
the character, record and qualifications 
of men who seek ‘to serve the people 
in political offices, whether they seek 
this openly, as avowed aspirants, or 
secretly, by underhand and devious 
methods, while denying that they have 
any political ambition. The Times pur- 
poses doing ‘this very thing to the best 
of its ability. To this end, as aspi- 
rants to office enter the field, we invite 
from our readers, who possess knowl- 
edge on the subject, brief criticisms of 
the men, not from a standpoint of 
party politics or personal amimosity or 
jealousy, but from the standpoint of 
the fitness ‘or othewise of the aspirants 
to perform the duties of the offices to 
which they seek election, in a manner 
that will inure to the advantage of 
the taxpayers and ‘the general public. 
Such criticisms should be made frankly, 
candidly, courageously and honestly, 
and the person criticised should be 
named openly. 

Meantime we warn Republicans 
throughout the county and ‘throughout 
Southern California not to commit 
themselves in advance, as by doing 
so they place an obstacle in the way 
of the convention and prevent dele- 
gates from exercising their best and 
most beneficial judgment. 


THE CHAMBER AND THE CORPORATION. 


At the meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday the question of indorsing a 
site for a government deep-water har- 
bor was discussed for two hours with 
considerable heat. As a result of the 
deliberations it was decided to post- 
pone the matter for two weeks. The 
immediate cause for this decision was 
the reading of a letter by Capt. Thomp- 
son in favor of Redondo’s claims. He 
thcught that if, in spite of the reports 
of the government engineers, outside 
places like Santa Monica were. to be 
‘tin it,”” Redondo ought also to have a 
“show.” This argument would be good 
were it not for the fact that, as far 
as the government and the people are 
concerned, Santa Monica is not “‘in it.”’ 

During the discussion one of the 
main arguments adduced was that it 
woud be a good thing for Southern 
California to have a “friend at court” 
in the shape of the Southern Pacific 
Company. This, as The Times has 
shown, is a very poor argument. In 
the first place, the influence of this cor- 
poration at Washington is now small, 
and is steadily decreasing; in the sec- 
ond place, whatever influence it has 
there is at least counterbalanced by 
the influence behind the Terminal and 
Santa Fe railroads, which are now 
working for San Pedro; in the third 
place, no corporation influence would 
counteract the repeated opinions of a 
board of government engineers, espe- 
cially ina congress that is not particu- 
larly desirous of throwing away appro- 
priations in a section which has com- 
paratively few votes to give in return. 

Even supposing. however, that the 
Southern Pacific Company could do all 


herents claim, let us ask them whether 
it would be a good thing for this sec- 
tion to have the government expend 
several millions of dollars for a harbor 
in a location where that corporation 
would have a practical monopoly of 
the business. The people of California 
have learned that competition in rail- 
road transportation is a vital neces- 
sity. 

‘Apart from all this, however, the 
main fact remains that this question 
resolves itself into a dispute between 
the location of a harbor at a point 
which government experts have de- 
clared to be the most fitted for such 
purpose and one which a private cor- 
poration desires to have selected for 
its own purposes. Biss 

One further remark: Some members 
of the Chamber of Commerce appear 
to be imbued with the idea that the 
vote of that body will settle the ques- 
tion. This is another case of the fly 
on the wheel. The Southern Pacific 
Company, in its desperation, ts nat- 
urally desirous of clutching at every 
‘straw within reach. It has everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. An in- 
dorsement of the chamber’s previous 
resolutions in favor of San Pedro 
would, no doubt, be of service in hast- 
ening work in the lines which the en- 
gineers have mapped out. A retrac- 
tion, or a modification of those resolu- 
tions can only have the effect of delay- 
ing work on any harbor for years. At 
the same time the chamber will stultify 


itself, make itself ridiculous, and lead

The Chamber of Commerce seeks in- 
creased membership and more power. 
Can it accomplish its desires by so act- 
ing as to forfeit the respect of the 
average tndependent business man and 
citizen? 


In confirmation of the opinion re- 


cently expressed by The Times that 
the question of woman suffrage will 
soon be a serious and live issue in this 
country, it may be mentioned that last 
week a resolution to submit a woman 
suffrage amendment to the State Con- 
stitution failed in the Iowa Senate by 
the narrow margin of 20° to 26. The 
measure which a few years ago would 
have met with ‘ridicule is not killed, 
but only delayed. 


It now appears that the Brazilian in- 
surgents did not respond to the govern- 
ment broadsides on Tuesday from the 
decks of their vessels and from Fort 
Villegagnon simply because they were 
not there. Their flags were fiying from 
the mastheads of their vessels, to be 
sure, but the insurgents had betaken 
themselves to other and safer quarters. 
They husbanded their ammunition and 
likewise simultaneously their skins. 


Representative Boatner has prepared 
a bill against the Union Pacific which 
he will introduce in the House direct- 
ing the President to appoint special 
counsel to bring suit against the roads 
to collect the amount due the govern- 
ment with interest, which in round 
numbers exceeds $49,000,000. It would 
be the greatest lawsuit in the history 
of the country so far as amount in- 
volved is concerned. 


The stockholders of the World’s Fair 
have not yet received any dividend on 
their investment. A sum of $1,250,C09 
is available for the purpose, but the 
dividend cannot be declared because a 
majority of the board are traveling in 
Purope or elsewhere. This dividend 
would not amount to more than 10 per 


cent. of the capital stock. 


There seems to be something of a 
general movement on part of the 
Roman Catholic Church throughout all 


.Protestant countries in the line of ob- 


taining government support for sep- 
arate Catholic schools. Such a demand 
is now made by the Catholic church 
in Australia, where, however, the colo- 
nial governments give the movement: 
no encouragement. 


The town of Concord, N. H., one of 
the few benighted districts in New En- 
gland that has gone Democratic for 
years, has at last felt the iron jabbing 
to its soul and in despair has fled to 
the Republican camp for protection.

William H. Mills, head of the Land 
Department of the Southern Pacific 
Company, writes to the editor of The 
Times urder date of San Francisco, 
March 56, demurring to a statemerit 


made in this journal on tthe ist inst. 
He says: 


“You say theit one department of 
the Southern Pacific Company is glad 
of the prospects of lower rates—the 
Land Department. You refer to my- 
self as the head of that department and 
say that I have a good many thousand 
acres of land to sell to new comers, 
and to quote your words, ‘the most of 
this land is away up north, but in rail- 
road advertisements it is described as 
being in Southern California on the 
theory that everything south of the 
San Francisco parallel is in Southern 
California.’ 

‘To most men this charge would be 
of small moment. Perhaps it is one 
which I should pass by without fur- 
ther attention than to say that no 
such statement can be found in any 
advertisement if put out over my 

“It will only be necessary for me to 
say that no lard interest represented by 
me or mentioned by this department 
in any publication is presented as lo- 
cated in Southern California. The 
truth is that this thing never occurred 
and it never will occur under my map- 
agement. \ .. 

“I beliéve that the State has been 
put back nearly twenty years in growth 
by misstatements concerning the profit 
of agriculture and horticulture here. 
Misstatements raise expectation and 
disappointed expectation results in an- 
tagonism.

In building you 
encounte:, as it were, the resistance of 
the hill up which you are pulling and 
the gravity of the load you »*re at- 
tempting to raise. It is for this reason 
that tearing down may be accom- 
plished with such facility. ; And 
beside this, the problem of the growth 
of San Francisco, of Los Angeles, of 
Sacramento or Portland reiates to the 
establishment west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains of a completely rounded civiliza- 
tion. It will make no difference eventu- 
ally to any part of the country where 
this c:vilizing process begins or where 
it has the greaétest intensity. The man- 
ufacturing and commercial enterprices 
of a country unify’ themselves; take on 
organic form and have their heart in 
some single locality within the na- 
tional polity embracing them. In- 
dustries have their capitais as well as 
politica! institutions, so that commerce 
and manufactures may locate at any 
center and command aj! the rest of 
the country. Here on the Pacific Coast 
we are at the greatest possible distance 
from the governing centers of political, . 
social, financial, commercial and indus- 
trial interests. Our remofencss pro- 
duces an enfeebted condition of circu!a- 
tion and a weakness of energy, and the 
only cure for this is population. We 
must have that density of population 
upon which alone manufacturing in- 
dustrics may be estab‘ished, and manu- 
facturing industry is the one great 
source of human weaith; and this be- 
cause art labor is more valuable than 
common labor. It is skill which con.- 
‘ers upon human industry the greatest 
roward. Above a certain line, that 
which bounds the production of raw 
materials. the wealth of the wor'd is 
created by taking the raw materials 
and converting them into forms sulit- 
able to the demands of human life. It 
is in this realm alone that great wealth 
is created, and it is among a pevupte 
endowed with this art faculty anil 
engaged in artizan industry that wealth 
aione remains ‘The sale of raw ma- 
terial is the sale of the opportunity of 
creating wealth. Now the _ es- 
tabiishment of a community any- 
where from the British line to San 
Diego hastens the condition which will 
eventually establish our industrial in- 
dependence, which is indispensable to 
the organic character and life of all 
our growth. Our growth will > or- 
ganic when it is complete in itself. It 
is inorganic so long as there is commer- 
cial and industrial dependency. This 
species of dependency jis like the laws 
of individual liberty, and it is a maxim'*. 
scarcely necessary to be repeated that 
the spirtt of enterprise, the love of 
labor and the genius for commerce take 
deep root only in a soil of civil and 
religious liberty. Any section of any 
country dependent upon other sections 
for the purchase of highly wrought 
forms upon which is impressed that 
higher skill always commanding a 
higher reward, occupies a position trib- 
utary to the sections upon which it is 
dependent and will remain impover- 
ished while that dependence remains. 
In the enlarged view, therefore, the 
growth of Los Angeles is as important 
to the people of Seattle as to the people 
of Los Angeles themselves; and the re- 
verse of this is true. In short, there 
is an independence between all parts 
of the Pacific Coast, since the great 
problem it is yet to solve is commercial 
and industrial independence. I would 
not turn my hand over to deflect the 
intention of the immigrant. from any 
point, from the northern bound- 
ary of the Pacific 
their southern boundary. 
that an immediate temporary and 
ephemeral advantage might come to 
myself or those I represent by locating 
an individual .upon. lands either owned 
by myself or by my employer, but it. is 
inconsiderable compared: to the larger 
and greater benefit resulting ‘from 
hastening the process of achieving com- 
mercial and industrial independence. 
'“*When I speak of these things I am 
confronted often with the statement 
that manufactures will not be profit- 
able with us. This is a grievous mis- 
take. The producers of raw material 
can never hope to achieve wealth by 
its sale. The reason for this is that 
the manufacturers of the forms into 
which this raw material is made 
are masters of the situation. They 
will never permit a condition of 
opulence to supervene upon the mere 
production of raw materials. For illus- 
tration: Wool in the staple is of no 
value to mankind at. all. The pro- 
ducers of wool therefore receive a re- 
ward commensurate with the remote- 
ness of the staple—the raw material— 
from the manufactured: fabrics which 
make ft useful to man. The manufac- 
turer of the fabric receives all of the 
value created except the one simple 
and primitive value of the cost.of the 
raw material. .There is no reason why 
we should not manufacture the wool 
staple of this coast into forms. We 
do not eat raw sugar any more than 
we wear unwoven wool, We should 
produce our own sugar and we should 
refine it here. 
“We have vast deposits of iron, but 
the objectors. say. that we.have no 
coal. time is approaching, and 
is almost here, when coal will not be 
I 
saw in the Columbian Exposition. in 
Chicago the welding of steel and iron 
bars by electricity, and my aétual me- 
chanical experience in matters of this 
kind proved to me by the observation of 
that welding that the fusing process 
possible to electricity was equal to the 
smelting of iron ore into wrought-iron 
forms of that metal. The time was 
when coal was the source Of naltional 
wealth because it was the only reser- 
voir of mechanical power. That time 
has ‘passed. The. torrential character 
of. all the mountain streams of the 


Pacific Coast from the north to the 
south is a reservoir of mechanical 
power which is capable of being trans- 
mitted to any place and used as a sub- 
stitute for coal, even to the limit of 
the smelting of iron ore, of which 
there is an inexhaustible supply in our 
mountain ranges. 

“For one, therefore, I have based 
my faith as to the future of this coast 
on the coming of an industrial popula- 
tion with sufficient density of settle- 
ment to engender the conditions favor- 
abie to manufacturing enterprise. Den- 
sity of population engenders: surplus 
capital, and surplus capital must nec- 
essarily seek employment, and it seeks 
that. employment first in the place 
where it is generated. ... 

“We have a territory here west of 
the Rocky Mountains of nearly a mil- 
lion square miles. So far as the fertile 
valleys of California, Oregon and 
Washington are concerned, they yield 
better returns for the capital invested 
in them and for labor expended upon 
them than any other portion of the 
wor:d. Now. if I did not believe this 
to be an actual fact, not an advertis- 
ing statement—not mere!y plausible 
profession—not a shamming pretense 
employed as a trading story, but rather 
as a sober fact, I would not state it 
here or elsewhere. .. . 

“The imputation of advertising land 
as located where it is not is not com- 
fortable; but it is not half so serious 
as the imputation of being so wanting 
‘n personal intelligence as not to per- 
ceive that the real growth of any local- 
ity is dependent upon the growth of 
all other localities; that it is ridiculous 
even to absurdity to suppose that a sin- 
gle county can grow and prosper while 
all other counties lag behind. You 
might as well attempt to build up a hill 
of water upon the surface of the .sea 
As already shown, industrial growth is 
organic, it embraces in its organism all 
the territory having community of ex- 
igency. The Pacific Coast is a natural 
geographical subdivision. Permanent 
growth will begin when our industrial 
activities, including agriculture, manu- 
factures and commerce, take on or- 
ganic form, and that form will come to 
it by the symmetrical growth of all the 
terr:tory which: by physical contiguity 
and conformation constitutes a sing!e 


“Depend upon me, therefore, as one 
to rejoice in the growth of every 
township. of every county, of every 


State and Territory west of the Rocky 
Mountains.

REMARKS.—We make haste to put 
Mr. Mills right by printing his inter- 
esting broad-gauge letter. The state- 
ment objected to by him in the out- 
set of his letter was, we find, contained 
in a paragraph of the railroad column 
and appeared to have been based, not 
so much upon any specific advertise. 
ment put out by the Land Department 
of the Southern Pacific Company as 
upon one of its maps containing ref- 
erences to lands for sale ‘in Southern 
California.’’ There was also published 
in The Times on February 24 a special 
dispatch concerning the reported sale 
by the Southern Pacific Company of 
40,000 acres of agricultural and fruit 
land “in Southern Califorriia,’’ to be 
opened up® by: a'Chicago company for 
settlement .by persors who desire 
homes Southern California’; and, 
further, that ‘‘excursion rates will prob- 
ably be offered to the prospective cus- 
tomers, and through the combined ef- 
forts of both the companies, Southern 
California will be given a substantial 
boom.”’ The points of the. dispatch 
(which was originally sent from Chi- 
cago to the San Francisco Chronicle) 
appear to have been gathered in rail- 
road quarters; but, of course, it is not 
pretended that Mr. Mills is responsible 
for anything in this line save the ad- 
vertisements sent out over his own 
name. The only other point at issue 
is the question, what portion of the 
State is properly embraced within the 
designation, ‘Southern  California’’? 
That is a question upon which there 
will always be a radical difference of 
opinion.

Chief Moriarty and 'the Fire

‘The busiest place about the City 
Hall these days is the Assessor’s office, 
where the property-owners file their 
statements of taxable belongings. Mr. 
Hinton reports fair progress, and says 
that if the present ratio is kept up he 
will get through on good time. 

At the Courthouse the main topic is 
the grand jury, and much interest is 
taken in its deliberations. Owing to 
the strict instructions of Judge Smith, 
the grand jurors are very guarded in 
their utterances, in fact, they shut up 
like clams. whenever grand jury is 
mentioned. Six indictments were re- 
turned yesterday, Judge Smith stating 
that they were for business men, pre- 
sumably butchers, charged with main- 
taining a public nuisance, bail in each 
case being fixed at $500. Quite an im- 
portant decision was rendered by Judge 
Clark, ruling that alimony awarded 
in a divorce case and not paid is 
not a debt. 


THE CITY HALL! 


THE CITY ASSESSMENT. 


Property-owners in Large Numbers Filing 
Their Statements. 

The City Assessor reports that prop- 
erty-owners at the rate of about one 
hundred per day are filing at his office 
statements of the property they pos- 
sess. The deputies who are out can- 
vassing the city are each day securing 
a considerable additional number. There 
are, altogether, about. 15,000 persons 
whose names appear on ‘the assessment 
roll. 

It is urged that all property-owners 
as far as possible come to the City As- 
gessor’s office in the City Hall at the 
earliest convenient date and file their 
statements. By so doing they can con- 
sult the maps, or have the maps con- 
sulted for them, and see that their 
property is correctly described. If 
they do so there is scarcely any pos- 
sibility of error in assessment. Where 
property-owners neglect this important 
matter and thus compel the deputies 
to call upon them for their statements 
there much greater chance of 
error. 


BIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


Chief Moriarty Will Eaforce the Opétnence 
About Interference. 

Fire Ghief Moriarty states that’ he 
wishes.it..well understood that’ he in- 
\tends to enforce strictly the ordinance 
in reférerice to interference with the 
fire alarm system. While there sel- 
dom is any trouble caused by persons 
maliciously turning in-+false alarms 
there is.a good deal. of trouble experi- 
enced as a result of the cutting down 
of trees or limbs of trees so that they 
drop on the fire alarm wire and some- 
‘thmes break ft. Such a break in the 
wire will.cause a tap on the City Hall 
bell and will thereafter. render all the 
fire boxes on that particular cir- 
cult useless till the break can be lo- 
cated and repaired 

Attention is called to a part of ordi- 
ynance No. 256 which says: ‘‘No person 
‘Owning or controlling property along 

e lines of the fire alarm telegraph 

1 allow any branch or limb of any 
tree, shrub or vine to be within six 
of said fire alarm telegraph.” 

The ordmance also requires that any 
person who is to move any building 
or structufe in such'a° way as to ren- 
der probable a breaking of the wire 
shall report the fact oo: the chief en- 
gineer of the fire department so that 
provision may be made for immediately

THE COURTS.) 


An Interesting Opinion by Judge Clark in 
the Kendrick-Cline Case. 

An opinion, in which it was ordered 
that judgment go for the plaintiff, in 
the case of A. A. Kendrick vs. J. C 
Cline was filed yesterday, by Judge 
Clark. The action involV¥ed several 
novel points, which are not common 
among cases in court, and the discus- 
sion of the same in the opinion forms 
the greater part of the subject matter 
of the Judge’s decision. 

On April 8, 1893, in an action pending 
in Department Three, wherein Roberta 
D. Kendrick was plaintiff and A. A. 
Kendrick was defendant, judgment was 
entered granting plaintiff a decree of 
divorce from the defendant, upon the 
grounds of extreme cruelty and ha- 
bitual intemperance. The decree awarded 
to the plaintiff the,custody of the mi- 
nor child of the Marriage, and then 
proceeded as follows: ‘It is further or- 
dered, adjudged and decreed that she 
have judgment for the sum of. $100 as 
alimony be paid at. once, and the 
further sum of. $25. per month until the 
further order of: the court, to be paid 
at the end of each and every month, 
said months commencing May 1, 1893; 
and that she have her costs about this 
case. made and expended amounting to 
$17.75, and that said judgment be in- 
forced by execution the:same as judg- 
ments in other cases.””’ Upon this judg- 
ment an execution was issued and 
placed in the hands of the defendant, 
the Sheriff of the county,and a horse 
the property of the defendant and plain- 
tiff in the former action, was levied 
upon. Then ‘the last suit was brought 
against Cline. to replevin the animal, 
the contention being that the horse 
was exempt from execution. There was 
evidence that the plaintiff was a team- 
ster and that the horse seized was used 
by him as such, and this left but little 
doubt that it would be exempt from 
seizure to secure payment of a debt. 

The court details that the position of 
the defendant was that the amount due 
under judgment in Kendrick vs. Ken- 
drick was not a debt; that alimony was 
not a debt, and that’ execution issued 
should be construed as an order from 
the court to its officer to enf its de- 
cree for alimony. In a sense this posi- 
tion was correct. Strictly speaking, ali- 
mony was not.a debt, but rather an 
involuntary maintenance afforded the 
wife when the husband wrongfully re- 
fused or neglected to’ discharge that 
duty, or when, through his fault, she 
was compelled to separate from him. 
Were it a debt merely, and not a duty, 
its enforcement could nat be effected by 
of the offending husband, 
and the general exemption laws would 
apply; and this, of course, was not the 
law. To enforce the duty on the part 
of the husband any ayropriate process 
might be adopted. It might be enforced 
by contempt proceedings, and imprison- 

mente pr Py, execution. It might be ad- 
mitted e execution might 
made ia —" against the body of the 
husband or against operty that 
would ordinarily.be ex t. Here, how- 
ever, the question was not whether the 
court. had the power to direct property 
that would be éxempt from seizure for 
debt to be taken upon an execution for 
alimony, but the question was: Did it 
do s0? This question, it would seem, 
should be answered in the negative. 
The judgment was that it ‘‘be enforced 
by execution the same as judgments in 
other cases.’’. This surely meant that 
the execution showld run only against 
such property as might be seized upon 
execution issued to enforce Judgments 
generally. 

When enforcing the payment of ali- 
mony the court would take into con- 
Sideration the ability of the husband 


to pay, and to hold that when it or- 


dered that its decree for alimony be en- 
forced by execution generally, that no 


‘property should be exempt for seizure 


would lead to dangerous results. If 
this were, so, the coat might be taken 
from the husband’s back or the bread 
from his table without reference to the 
condition that it would leave him in, 
or his ability to pay, nor did the argu- 
ment of counsel that the question 
might be determined after the seizure 
of the property, ssess merit. If the 
court could in this action go into the 
ability of the plaintiff to pay alimony 
awarded against him, and decide that 
the horse in question should be taken 
and. applied to. that purpoge then the 
justice of the peace, from whom the 
case came on appeal, would have power 
to do so, and to go hold would give 
such justice jurisdiction tm divorce pro- 
ceedings. The reasoning in the MNlinois 
case of Byers vs. Byers applied here. 
There, where $2000 was awarded as ali- 
mony; “and-that-in default: of payment 
execution issued therefor,”’ itywas held 
that, admitting that‘the court might 
have made the alimony a lien upon the 
homestead or other property, it did not 
do so; that it was but a money judg- 
ment and that execution fssued thereon 
could. not be levied wpon any property 
which would not be stibject to levy by 
any other money creditor. The reason 
being that ‘‘the property equities of the 
parties should be settled in the divorce 
suit where the Chancellor had full view 
of the parties and their circumstances.”’ 

Hence judgment should go in this 


case for the plaintiff, and it was so or-’ 


dered.

PASADENA. 


Lack of Material for the Anti- 
Republican Ticket. 


Platform Adopted— Musical and Social Notes— 
Portnightly Club Meeting—Various 
Items of Local Interest—Person- 
als and Brevities. 


@ASADENA, March 14.—(Special Cor- 
spondence.) As mentioned in Wednes- 
ay’s issue of The Times, a meeting was 

held Tuesday evening at the Arcade Block 
to complete the list of nominees on an 


ticket. The 
assemblage was not a large one, but it 
represented the Knights of Labor, Popu- 
lists, Prohibitionists and Democrats. 

It will be remembered that about a week 
ago, the same assemblage met and put 
the following ticket in the field: City 
Trustees, J. C. Cahill, Judge A. J. Utley; 
Marshal, H. H. Hillier; Clerk, Herman 
Dyer; Treasurer, P. G. Wooster. Those 
conversant with the facts will notice 
that the above-named ticket is short to 
the extent of one trustee; that it con- 
tains the name of the Republican nomi- 
nee for City Clerk, and that its nominee 
for the office of City Marshal has not 
resided in Pasadena one year, thereby 
creating a doubt as to his eligibility to 
hold a city office. Tuesday night's meet- 
ing was held to nominate a third trustee 
and to adopt a platform for the ticket 
to stand upon or fall through. For some 
reason as yet unexplained, but most 
likely because all available material had 
been exhausted, the third trustee was not 
named, but a platform was adopted as 
follows: 

“Whereas, In a municipal election, where 
no national questions are, or can be at is- 
sue, we believe that party lines should 
not_be drawn, and that any attempt to 
draw party lines on such occasions stamps 
the participants in such a movement as 
narrow-minded or selfish rsons with 
whom the interest of any city would be 
unsafe; and, whereas, we believe that in 
municipal elections all good citizens hav- 
ing the best interest of the city at heart 
should unite in a a ticket for 
the suffrage of the electors of the mu- 
nicipality without regard to party; and 
whereas, at the late municipal conven- 
tion held in this city orgy lines were 
strictly drawn, and none but Republi- 
cans were permitted to participate; and 
whereas, a voluminous platform, consist- 
ing of seventeen paragraphs was adopted, 
made up mostly of national issues, many 
of which are absurd and untrue, and ve 
few of which have any relation to our 
municipality; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that we, the undersigned, 

without regard to rty, and as the re 
resentatives of all parties, present the 
following-named persons, representing, as 
we believe, the best interests of the city, 
as candidates for the various offices to be 
filled at the ereens municipal elec- 
tion. And as a declaration of the objects 
in view in so doing, we adopt the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 
. “Resolved, that no ordinance on the 
ordinance books of this city shall be ig- 
nored, but that all ordinances shall be 
strictly enforced, 

“Resolved, that all street work and all 
work on public improvements made in 
this city should, so far as permissible 
under the law, be done by the day under 
competent overseers, and not by contract, 
and that in the employment of laborers, 
preference should be given to residents 
of this city, and that eight hours be a 


y’s work. 

“Resolved, that the contract with the 
Terminal Railway Company, wherein said 
company, in consideration of certain con- 
cessions made by this city, agreed to 
keep on salé round trip tickets between 
Pasadena and Los Angeles city at and 
for the price of 25 cents, should be en- 
forced.”’ 

The platform is a notable one, in that 
it characterizes such men as T. P. Lu- 
kens, Sherman Washburn, H. M. Hamil- 
ton, J. T. Buchanan, H. C. Hotaling and 
Herman Dyer. the Republican nominees, 
as “narrow-mind or selfish persons 
with whom the interest of any city would 

unsafe,’’ while Messrs. Utley, Cahill, 
Hillier and Wooster are pointed out as 
the men “who will best represent the 
interests of the city,”’ all of which will 
strike some

SANTA ANA, March 14.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The Board of Education 
met in regular session Tuesday evening 
with all the. merbers present.

‘The Committee on Repairs of the Old 
Building reported having secured plans 
for the proposed improvement, which 
were presented. The report was adopted, 
and the committee was instructed to 
make the repairs according to the plans 
and specifications. Bids were then 
opened, and that of J. W. Blee for $300 
was accepted.

The question of purchasing a site for 
additional public school buildings was

THE CITY ASSESSMENT. 


Property-owners in Large Numbers Filing 

Their Statements. 
. The City Assessor reports that prop- 
erty-owners at the rate of about one 
hundred per day are filing at his office 
statements of the property they pos- 
sess. The deputies who are out can- 
vassing the city are each day securing 
a considerable additional number. There 
are, altogether, about 15,000 persons 
whose names appear on ihe assessment 
roll. 

It is urged tha't all property-owners 
as far as possible come to the City As- 
sessor’s F dikes in the City Hall at the 
earliest convenient date and file their 
statements. By so doing they can con- 
sult the maps, or have the maps con- 
sulted for them, and see that their 
property is correctly described. If 
they do so there is scarcely any pos- 
sibility of error in assessment. Where 
property-owners neglect this important 
matter and thus compel the deputies 
to call upon them for their statements 
there @ much greater chance of 
error. . 


_ FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


Chief Moriarty Will Enforce the Ordinance 
| About Interference. 

Fire Ghief Moriarty states that he 
wishes.it..well understood that he in- 
‘tends to enforce strictly the ordinance 
in reférerice to interference with the 
fire alarm system.

THE COURTHOUSE. 


THE COURTS,.: 


An Interesting Opinion by Judge Clark in 
the Kendrick-Cline Case. 

An opinion, in which it was ordered 
that judgment goa for the plaintiff, in 
the case of A. A. Kendrick vs. J. 
Cline was filed yesterday. by Judge 
Clark. The action invol¥ed several 
novel points, which are not. common 
among cases in court, and the discus- 
sion of the same in the opinion forms 
the greater part of the subject matter 
of the Judge’s decision. 

On April 8, 1893, in an action pending 
in Department Three, wherein Roberta 
D. Kendrick was plaintiff and A. A. 
Kendrick was defendant, judgment was 
entered granting plaintiff a decree of 
divorce from the defendant, upon the 
grounds of extreme cruelty and ha- 
bitual intemperance. The decree awarded 
to the plaintiff the custody of the mi- 
nor child of the marriage, and then 
proceeded as follows: “‘It is further or- 
dered, adjudged and decreed that she 
have judgment for the sum of. $100 as 
alimony be paid at. once, and the 
further sum of $25 per month until the 
further order of. the court, to be paid 
at the end of each and every month, 
said months commencing May 1, 1893; 
and that she have her costs about this 
case made and expended amounting to 
$17.75, and that said judgment be in- 
foreed by execution the;same as judg- 
ments in other cases.”’ Upon this judg- 
ment an execution was issued and 
placed in the hands of the defendant, 
the Sheriff of the county,and a horse 
the property of the defendant and plain- 
tiff in the former action, was levied 
upon. Then ‘the last suit was brought 
against Cline. to replevin the animal, 
the contention being that the horse 
was exempt from execution. There was 
evidence that the plaintiff was a team- 
ster and that the horse seized was used 
by him as such, and this left but little 
doubt that it would be exempt from 

zure to secure payment of a debt. 

The court details that the position of 
the defendant was that the amount due 
under judgment in Kendrick vs. Ken- 
drick was not a debt; that alimony was 
not a debt, and that’ execution issued 
should be construed as an order from 
the court to its officer ta enfo its de- 
cree for alimony. In a sense this posi- 
tion was correct. Strictly speaking, ali- 
mony was not. debt, but: rather an 
involuntary maintenance afforded the 
wife when the husband wrongfully re- 
fused or neglected to’ discharge that 
duty, or when, through his fault, she 
was compelled to separate from him. 
Were it a debt merely, and nota duty, 
its enforcement could nat be effected by 
of the offending husband, 
and the general exemption laws would 
spply; and pis, of course, was not the 

To enforce the duty on the part 
husband any aypropriate process 
might be adopted. It might be enforced 
by contempt proceedings, and imprison- 

pr by It might: be ad- 
mitted e execution might be 
made i. a against the body of the 
husband or against property that 
would ordinarily. be exempt. Here, how- 
ever, the question was not whether the 
court. had the power to direct property 
that would be éxempt from seizure for 
debt to be taken upon an execution for 
alimony, but the question was: Did it 
do so? This question, it would seem, 
should be answered in the negative. 
The judgment was that it ‘“‘be enforced 
by execution the same as judgments in 
other cases.’’. This surely meant that 
the execution should run only against 
such property as might be seized upon 
execution issued to enforce judgments 
generally. 

When enforcing the payment of ali- 
mony the court would take into con- 
sideration the ability of the husband 
to pay, and to hold that when it or- 
dered that its decree for alimony be en- 
forced by execution generally, that no 
property should be exempt for seizure 
would lead to dangerous results. If 
this were, so, the coat might be taken 
from the husband’s back or the bread 
from his table without reference to the 
condition that it would leave him in, 
or his ability to pay, nor did the argu- 
ment of counsel that the question 
might be determined after the seizure 
of the property, ssess merit. If the 
court could in this action go into the 
ability of the plaintiff to pay alimony 
awarded against him, and decide that 
the horse in question should be taken 
and applied to.that purpose then the 
justice of the peace, from whom the 
case came on appeal, would have power 
to do so, and to go hold would give 
such justice jurisdiction im divorce pro- 
ceedings. The reasoning in the Mlinois 
case of Byers vs. Byers applied here. 
There, where $2000 was awarded as ali- 
mony; “and-that in default: of payment 
execution issued therefor,”’ ithwas held 
that, admitting that ‘the court might 
have made the alimony a lien upon the 
homestead or other property, it did not 
do go; that it was but a money judg- 
ment and that execution fssued thereon 
could. not be levied upon any property 
which would not be subject to levy by 
any other money creditor. The reason 
being that ‘‘the property equities of the 
parties should be settled in the divorce 
suit where the Chancellor had ful! view 
of the parties and their circumstances.” 

Hence judgment should go in this 


case for the plaintiff, and it was so or-’ 


dered.

Lack of Material for the Anti- 
Republican Ticket. 


Platform Adopted— Musical and Social Notes— 
Portnightly Club Meeting—Various 
f Items of Local Interest—Person- 
als and Brevities. 


@ASADENA, March 14.—(Special Cor- 
As mentioned in Wednes- 
y’s issue of The Times, a meeting was 
held Tuesday evening at the Arcade Block 
to complete the list of nominees on an 


ticket. The 
assemblage was not a large one, but it 
represented the Knights of Labor, Popu- 
lists, Prohibitionists and Democrats. 

It will be remembered that about a week 
ago, the same assemblage met and put 
the following ticket in the field: City 
Trustees, J. C. Cahill, Judge A. J. Utley; 
Marshal, H. H. Hillier; Clerk, Herman 
Dyer; Treasurer, P. G. Wooster. Those 
conversant with the facts will notice 
that the above-named ticket is short to 
the extent of one trustee; that it con- 
tains the name of the Republican nomi- 
nee for City Clerk, and that its nominee 
for the office of City Marshal has not 
resided in Pasadena one year, thereby 
creating a doubt as to his eligibility to 
hold a city office. Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing was held to nominate a third trustee 
and to adopt a platform for the ticket 
to stand upon or fall through. For some 
reason as yet unexplained, but most 
likely because all available material had 
been exhausted, the third trustee was not 
named, but a platform was adopted as 
follows: 

“Whereas, {n a municipal election, where 
no national questions are, or can be at is- 
suc, we believe that party lines should 
not_be drawn, and that any attempt to 
draw party lines on such occasions stamps 
the participants in such a movement as 
narrow-minded or selfish rsons with 
whom the interest of any city would be 
unsafe; and, whereas, we believe that in 
municipal elections all good citizens hav- 
ing the best interest of the city at heart 
should unite in presenting a ticket for 
the suffrage of the electors of th 
nicipality without regard to party; 
whereas, at the late municipal conven- 
tion held in this city party lines were 
strictly drawn, and none but Republi- 
cans were permitted to participate; and 
whereas, a voluminous platform, consist- 
ing of seventeen pa 
made up mostly of national issues, many 
of which are absurd and untrue, and very 
few of which have any relation to our 
municipality; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that we, the undersigned, 
without regard to rty, and as the re 
resentatives of all parties, present the 
following-named persons, representing, as 
we believe, the best interests of the city, 
as candidates for the various offices to be 
filled at the ores municipal elec- 
ion. And as a declaration of the objects 

in view in so doing, we adopt the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 
. “Resolved, that no ordinance on the 
ordinance books of this city shall be ig- 
nored, but that all ordinances shall be 
strictly enforced, 

“Resolved, that all street work and all 
work on public improvements made in 
this city should, so far as permissible 
under the law, be done by the day under 
competent overseers, and not by contract, 
and that in the employment of laborers, 
preference should given to residents 
of this city, and that eight hours be a 
day's work, 

“Resolved, that the contract with the 
Terminal Railway Company, wherein said 
company, in consideration of certain con- 
cessions made by this city, agreed to 
keep on sale round trip tickets between 
Pasadena and Los Angeles city at and 
for the price of 25 cents, should be en- 
forced.” 

The platform is a notable one, in that 
it characterizes such men as T. P. Lu- 
kens, Sherman Washburn, H. M. Hamil- 
ton, J. T. Buchanan, H. C. Hotaling and 
Herman Dyer. the Republican nominees, 
as “narrow-minded or selfish persons 
with whom the interest of any city would 
be unsafe,’’ while Messrs. Utley, Cahill, 
Hillier and Wooster are pointed out as 
the men “‘who will best represent the 
interests of the city,’’ all of which will 
strike some ple as being very funny. 

The second resolution would be all 
right were it not for the fact that the 
law expressly stipulates that anything 
in the line of street work, etc., of the 
value of $100 or more, must be done by 
contract. The section relating to the Ter- 
minal road franchise is but an echo of 
the plank touching upon the same topic 
that was adopted at the recent Republi- 
can city convention.

On the cross-ex- 
amination the doctor was much less posi- 
tive. On cross-examination it was shown 
that much business was done in a clear 
and intelligent manner, such as the ex- 
pert claimed could not be done under the 
state in which Mr. Burt was said to be. 
At this time Mr. Burt’s will was made, 
and everything hinges upon whether he 
was of sufficiently sound mind at this 
time to make his last will and testament.
